A tecent Bagdad tele- 
gram, through Reater’s Agency, states 
that the results of a year of British 
military administration of the Bagdad 
villayet are highly satistaccory and 
lund, ontilled fur many years, is 
bearing crops, roads and railways 
have been energetically developed, 
sanitation improved, transport is 
ubprecedentedly secure and trade is 
reviving. The couttnat is a wander- 
ful tribute to British ability to deal 
with semi-waaste places of the earth, 


People from Bagdad and Basra are 


full of information about the progresi 
of the place and signs of it are 
becoming more ani more-apparent, 
The post goes in’and out of Basra 
and Bagdad several times daily and 
letter boxes in the atreets are cleared 
six times a day. Tradesmen of all 
shades are settling in these places, 


and one can, believe the report that’ 


there is plenty. of money to be made 
in either Bagdad or Basra. Owing 
to the British developing irrigaticn, 
which tha Tarks have neglected, over 
300,000 acres have been brought 


under cultivation. The greatest. har-’ 


vest: in the: memory of men, we are 
told, ia probable, saving’ thousands 
of tous of transport: by rail, river and 
wea, enriching the cultivators acd 
bringing contentment and happiness. 
There’ sre certain restrictions on 
exports to Bagdad at present.’ For 
instance, consignments to that “placa 
tiust consist of 75 per cent. cereal 
fuodstuffa, namely, wheat, flour, rice 
and barley, the balance being ‘tirgent 
necessaries. The latter comprise at 
presdot tea, coffee, ‘sugar, kerosene, 
tpices-and commodities for troops, 
bat not piece-goods.
